The United States, Britain and 
France are insisting that gther 
points of tension besides “Ger- 
many must be on any Big Four 
agenda, and have made it plain 
that unless Russia is willing to 
extend the talks beyond German 
problems, there will be no con- 
ference.

A Scott Air Force Base airman,

In each of the MacArthur 
bridge crashes, a westbound auto- 
mobile failed to make the curve 
east of the east toll station and 
bounced against the guard rail 
on the north side of the bridge. 

Express Highway Crash. 

A three-automobile collision on 
the Express Highway opposite 
Walsh Stadium resulted in the 
closing of the highway from 1:23 
to 3:20 p.m. yesterday. 

Metcalf, 26-year-old laborer, 
and his wife, 23, were killed when 
their automobile struck the guard 
rail, bounced across the roadway, 
crashed against the steel super- 
structure and overturned.

Artillery Helps U.S. 2nd, 
7th Divisions Hit Foe 
on 3 Sides — Yank 
Tank Patrol in 8-Mile 
Running Battle.

TOKYO, March 5 (AP)—United 
States infantrymen with scream- 
ing artillery support routed an 
estimated 6000 North Korean 
Reds today from a mountain 
stronghold in central Korea. 

The Communists’ gun-bristling 
redoubt was hit from three sides 
by elements of the United States 
Seventh Division and the United 
States Second Division with its 
attached French elements.

Reds to flee to a hastily built 
new line of resistance to the 
north. 

Col. William (Buffalo Bill) 
Quinn, commander of the attack 
forces, said: “I’m going to destroy 
those blank Reds if they don’t 
check out farther over those 
hills.” 

Trying to Buy Time. 

The North Koreans fought 
sharply from well dug-in positions 
for a short time before they 
broke. They were trying to buy 
time for building up a probable 
counter-assault on the Allies on 
the central and western fronts. 

The Reds were remnants of the 
North Korean Third Corps. 

Quinn, who only two days ago 
led an attack which was believed 
to have put the North’ Korean 
Fifteenth Division out of action, 
said: “We've got the Fifteenth, 
and now the First is No. 1 on our 
Hit Parade.” . 

The Red redoubt overrun by 
the Americans is 10 miles north- 
west of Pangnim and five miles 
north of the Pangnim-Wonju road. 

Tanks in Running Battle. 

On the west-central front a 
United States tank patrol from 
the First Cavalry Division fought 
an eight-mile running gun battle 
with Reds. The patrol was | 
pered with Chinese : 
rifle and machine-gun fire as it 
moved four miles east from Yong- 
du on the road to Hoengsong. 
The tanks sprayed the Red-held 
hills north of the road with re- 
turn fire. 

At the end of four miles the 
tanks wheeled around and rum- 
bled back to Yongdu. The steady 
exchange of fire centinued. No 
tanks were lost. 

Another tank patrol that pushed 
north from Yongdu ran into Red 
fire from both sides of the road. 
After a fight with the Reds it 
returned to the Allied lines. 

On the extreme right of the 
central front, ‘United States 
Seventh Division troops jumped 
ahead two and one-half miles— 
the day’s best gain on the front— 
to within 500 yards of Chang- 
pyong. Changpyong controls the 
highway from ‘the east coast town 
of Kangnung, where South Ko- 
rean troops are operating. 

ROK Gain Reported. 

(The United Press said South 
Korean troops drove through east 
Korean mountains to within 25 
miles of the thirty-eighth parallel. 
It said elements of the South Ko- 
rean Seventh Division reached the 
Hajinbu area in the northernmost 
advance of the current Allied 
“killer offensive.” They killed 35 
Reds in a fight there yesterday. 
These troops are northeast of the 
United States Seventh Division 
positions.) 

In the middle sector, the United 
States First Marine Division 
pressed northward through a nar- 
row mountain canyon above Sae- 
mal, vital road junction five miles 
north of Hoengsong. 

The Marine advance was slow 
and bitter among  steep-sided 
peaks where Red riflemen and 
mortars lurked behind craggy de- 
fenses. It was aimed at Hong- 
chon, nine miles north of Saemal, 
believed to be the main build-up 
point of Red troops on the central

SENATE REJECTS 
182-YEAR DRAFI 
AGt MINIMUM 


Clears Way for Vote on 
Administration Meas- 
ure to Call Up 18-Year- 
Olds. 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (AP) 
—The Senate today rejected a 
proposal to lower the draft age 
to 18% years. The action cleared 
the way for a Senate vote taken 
on the Administration’s bill to 
set the minimum age at 18 years. 

The 18-year. limit was pro- 
posed by Senator Morse (Rep.), 
Oregon, as an amendment to the 
Administration measure. At pres- 
ent, men from 19 to 26 are sub- 
ject to induction. 

The vote was 55 to 31, with 41 
Democrats and 14 Republicans 
against the Morse proposal, and 
27 Republicans and four Demo- 
crats for it. 

Voting for the Morse amend- 
ment were Republican Senators 
Kem of Missouri and Dirksen of 
Illinois. Voting against the 


amendment were Democratic Sen-} 


ators Hennings of Missouri and 
Douglas of Illinois. 

Lowering the draft age has 
been one of the most controver- 
sial points in legislation before 
the Senate to set in motion a 
permanent universal military 
training and service system. 

Before the vote on Morse’s pro- 
posal, Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
accused Secretary of Defense 
Marshall of trying to “blackjack” 
Congress into drafting 18-year- 
olds. He said Marshall was mak- 
ing “an obvious effort to stir up 
the reservists” by saying it would 
be unfair to them if the younger 
men were not called. 

In a bid for added support, 
Morse made a last minute change 
in his proposal to make it pro- 
vide that local draft boards must 
first take available men from 19 
through 25 before calling younger 
men. He also specified that when 
the 19-through-25 group is ex- 
hausted those 18 years nine 
months old would be inducted 
ahead of the 1844-year-old group. 
The administration bill proposes 
this same priority system but 


would make 18-year-olds subject 
to induction.

In addition to the Sorrento 
Hotel, Glassgold was counsel in 
applications for large loans for the 
Saxony Hotel in Miami Beach, 
owned by George Sax, reputed 
punchboard king, and the Max- 
well Co., Inc. of Miami Beach, 
a furniture firm. 

Each of the three loans was ap- 
proved by the RFC Board of Di- 
rectors on the recommendation 
of Robertson after the Miami 
RFC agency and Washington re- 
viex boards had made adverse 
recommendations.

“The national interest of all 
countries will be most effectively 
served by full participation in a 
universal collective security sys- 
tem under the United Nations.” 

The United States said it hoped 
substantial progress toward this 
goal will be made by next fall. 
The suggestion was put forward 
by United States Representative 
Harding Bancroft at the first 
meeting of the committee. 

This group was established un- 
der a General Assembly resolu- 
tion last Nov. 3, giving the Assem- 
ly power to act against aggres- 
sion when the Security Council 
is hamstrung by a veto. The 
Soviet bloc voted against the 
resolution, Russia denouncing it 
as “illegal” and “bizarre.”

| TRUMAN IS DENIED 


BY PUERTO RICAN 


U.S. Rests Case in Trial 
of Revolutionary in 
Killing of Guard at 
Blair House. 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (UP) 
—Oscar Collazo, 37-year-old 
Puerto Rican revolutionary, took 
the stand at his murder trial to- 
day and denied that he ever at- 
tempted to assassinate President 
Truman or shoot his way into 
Blair House. 

Collazo was the first witness in 
his own defense after the Gov- 
ernment concluded its case and 
the defense took over. 

Before Collazo went to the wit- 
ness chair to give his story in 
broken Spanish accent, Judge T. 
Alan Goldsborough denied a de- 
fense motion for a directed ver- 
dict of acquittal. 

Collazo is charged with killing 
White House Policeman Leslie 
Coffelt during the gun battle in 
front of Blair House Nov. 1, and 
murderous assault on two other 
White House guards. His accomp- 
lice, Griselio Torresola, was killed 
in the shooting. 

Defense counsel Leo A. Rover, 
opening the defense, told the jury 
that Collazo’s motives were “good 
and not evil.” 

“He had no feeling against Mr. 
Truman and he had no feeling 
against the American people,” 
Rover said. 

Torresola and Collazo came to 
Washington, Rover said, to create 
a demonstration that would at- 
tract attention to Puerto Rico and 
“hasten alleviation of conditions 
of the Puerto Rican people.” 

“He did not come here to kill 
the President or any other per- 
son,” the lawyer said. 

The demonstration, the lawyer 
said, was planned for the steps 
of Blair House because that was 
“the most prominent place in 
Washington.” 

On the stand, Collazo, some- 
times speaking in impassioned 
tones, gave a political and eco- 
nomic history of Puerto Rico. He 
told how American troops oc- 
cupied the island after the Span- 
ish-American War and said, “We 
are still a colonial possession of 
the United States.” 

He told how he joined the 
Puerto Rican Nationalist party 
one night in 1932 in San Juan aft- 
er hearing a speech by Harvard- 
educated Pedro Albizu Campos, 
founder and president of the 
party. 

Collazo said that he was not 
active in the Nationalist party in 
New York in the 1930’s but that 
when he went Dack to Puerto 
Rico he worked “to defend the 
interest of the farmers” employed 
by American sugar companies.

A _ wild fight 
flared up and three of the tanks 
managed to break out of the trap 
with the loss of several infantry- 
men.

“Our people immediately or- 
dered the heaviest air, artillery, 
mortar and tank fire onto the hill 
and began calling for a rescue 
group to rescte our surrounded 
battalions. 

“The Dutch battalion guarding 
approaches to regimental head- 
quarters at Hoengsong could 
hardly move. They were in action 
themselves. 

“By midafternoon the support 
force and Saemal battalion had 
linked up and began to fight 
their way down the long narrow 
defile that leads two miles into 
Hoengsong. It was slow going

Disclosures Called ‘Shocking.’ 

“The recent disclosures about 
the management of the RFC are | 
shocking,” said the report, “but 
not necessarily unique in the 
annals of government.” 

This new program, spelled out | 
in a 3l-page analysis, compares 
with the nine-billion cuts pro- 
posed by Senator Byrd (Dem.), 
Virginia, and others. It goes far 
beyond the four-billions which 
Senator Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, 
believes can be saved. 

President Truman is expected 
to ignore the whole Magill plan. 
But it is another link in a con- 
stantly growing chain reaction, in 
and out of Congress, for slashing 
waste and non-military outgo. 

The principal aim of all these 
proposals is to avoid as much as 
possible of the 16 billion dollar 
pay-as-we-spend new tax load 
which Truman wants. The Presi- 
dent insists that his budget can’t 
be cut. 

Magill, a Columbia University 
law professor, a former ‘Under 
Secretary of the Treasury who 
broke with New Deal policies in 
1938, and a member of the 
Hoover Reorganization Commis- 
sion, made the announcement. 

Provisions of Plan. 

His plan would have Congress: 

1. Call on the Budget Bureau 
and the President to draw up a 
brand new budget, suspending 
for the emergency all non-essen- 
tial non-military spending. _ 

2. Stop lending for an im- 
mediate saving of $1,500,000,000, 
and realize another two billions 
by selling mortgages and other 
loan paper. 

3. Slash public works, espe- 
cially “pork barrel’ river and har- 
bor works and reclamation-power 
projects, to save $750,000,000. 

4. Drastically cut grants in 
aid to the states, and farm and 
other subsidies, and tell the 
states to finance their own wel- 
fare programs instead of draw- 
ing on Washington for part of 
it. These would take $2,500,000,- 
000 out. 

5. Cut down benefits of the 
Veterans Administration by $500,- 
000,000. 

6. Complete Hoover plan pro- 
posals for elimination of waste, 
duplication and unnecessary jobs 
and functions. Another one bil- 
lion dollars. 

Military Funds Untouched. 

These add up to $8,250,000,000 
in savings. Neither the $41,400,- 
000,000 military spending nor -the 
$7,400,000,000 foreign aid pro- 
grams would be touched in those 
slashes. The committee said the 
remaining $1,750,000,000 could be 
saved in those classifications by 
eliminating waste. 

“We entirely agree,” said the 
report, “with the conclusions of 
the Hoover Commission that ‘di- 
rect lending should be absolutely 
avoided except for emergencies.” 

“The Government has nothing 
of its own to lend. It cam make 
loans only after first having taken 
the funds to be lent from the 
people in taxes....” 

As for the veterans, the com- 
mittee said nobody wants to re- 
duce funds provided for men who 
were incapacitated on duty, or 
dependents of men killed. 

“But.” it added, “it is estimated 
that of the 3,000,000 individuals 
and families receiving these pay- 
ments nearly 25 per cent involve 
cases of disability incurred out- 
side of military service.”

The Russians don’t preach 
Marxism at them, he points out. 
Instead, Soviet-inspired Commu- 
nists prey on their discontent and 
preach reform in a zealous pro- 
gram of political action. 

America’s Negative Attitude. 


The United States meanwhile 
has a completely negative atti- 
tude, “merely defending against 
Communism,” he observes. This 
country also has relied on the 
military to do its thinking and 

lanning toward Asia since 1945, 

e says. “ 

Thus, he continues, we've been 
jockeyed into the positien of ap- 
pearing to oppose and reform, of 
supporting “reactionary and cor- 
rupt forces who make democracy, 
peace and justice impossible.” 

“The plain fact is,” Douglas 
declares, “the world is in revo- 
lution which cannot be bought 
off with dollars.” 

Douglas likes to look at what 
is taking place in Asia through 
the eyes of the Persian farmer 
he remembers as brandishing his 
pitchfork to emphasize what he 
wants out of life.

This is in large part thanks 
to Dulles himself, who chose the 
course of persuading the Japanese 
that the protection afforded by 
American troops was in their own 
interest, rather than the course, 
favored in the Pentagon, of blunt- 
ly demanding the right to keep 
American bases. But if the resto- 
ration of sovereignty is indefi- 
nitely delayed, this Japanese atti- 
tude is entirely likely to change. 
The peace treaty proposed by 
Dulles would, in effect, restore 
Japanese sovereignty without ma- 
jor restrictions.

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Who Hit That First Blue Note? 


With their penchant for rushing in where 
angels fear to tread, the French are celebrating 
the fiftieth anniversary of jazz. The Hot Clubs 
de France are holding. the first International 
Jazz Salon—with invitations extended to such 
outfits as, believe it or not, the Lower Hesse 
Dixieland Five. Les Nouvelles Litteraires ig 
running ‘pieces by the director of the Paris 
Opera and a Sorbonne professor. And the 
joints on the Left Bank are jumping. 


All of which touches off a very fine debate: 
How old is jazz anyway? Do you look to 1917 
and .the first recording of the “Livery Stable 
Blues”? Certainly somebody down New Orleans 
way put a derby on a trombone before that. 

Did it start in. 1915 when Joe .Gorham intro- 
duced Brown’s Dixieland Band to-Chicago,: and 
Bert Kelly first called his — clarinet-banjo- 
saxophone-drum-and-piano combination a jazz 
band? Long before that somebody must have 
scratched a washboard. 

Did jazz gradually evolve out of ragtime, or 
did it start in 1912 with the opening bars of W. 
C. Handy’s “Memphis Blues”? But surely a 
blue note was sounded before that, a sax got in 
a lick, or a piano player got a break. 

The record was pretty clear (the time Art 
Hickman, Paul Whiteman and Ferdie Grofe 
came along. By that time there were clashes 
between the Memphis take-your-turn and the 
New Orleans albat-once schools,. not to mention 
the Austin addicts. Some of the boys were be- 
ginning to play it sweet instead of hot. And 
George Gershwin was ready to show what jazz 
could really do in the “Rhapsody in Blue.” But 


‘just when did the first man file down the 


mouthpiece of his horn to raise its range and go 
to town? 

Abbe Niles, B.A., LL.B., has quite a bit about 
the techniques of jazz in his Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica article. He is right in the groove when 
he says that jazz represents one musical experi- 
ment after another, all characterized by a rue- 
ful, bitter humor. That’s the heart of the blues 
in encyclopedia language. 

There is nothing, however, to prove that the 
French are celebrating the wrong year. And 
the less. Mr. Niles says to the Hot Clubs, the 
better. Otherwise they might pounce on. him 
for saying jazzj..was a revolt which “has been 
practically suppressed, and its mischievous and 
humorous tradition, in many quarters, forgot- 


ten.”

It, put the burden of volunteering for 
military duty on women who had no real 
basis for. deciding wheré they could be 
most useful in the war economy. No draft 
board provided data for their decision. 

Worst of all, the so-called chivalry led 
too many people to believe that girls in 
uniform were somehow lesser in quality 
than the “nice” girls who stayed at home 
to work in a factory. Rumors about their 
manners and morals spread like wildfire. 
Most of the rumors were wild. 

Wacs began to be maligned when civil- 
ians lined up outside the recruiting offices 
and photographers spread “cheesecake” 
pictures of pegple before they even got to 
the door. Then the WAC was blamed for 
attracting “cheap” girls! 

It seems safe to assert that the experi- 
ence of most service women was a posi- 
tive, healthy, morally wholesome experi- 
ence, maturing rather than degrading, 
enriching rather than cheapening. As a 
matter of fact, the armed services are 
probably less dangerous places for young 
women than are jobs in war industry 
where less adequate provision can be made 
for 24-hour-a-day welfare of personnel. 

During World War II women were auxil- 
iaries rather than full partners in the war 
ffort, being used as supplements when 
the manpower was inadequate in the 
armed forces and.in industry. This pro- 
duced a lot of waste motion among patri- 
otic women. 

Surely it would be more in line ‘with 
public interest to find the men or women 
best qualified to do the work that needs 
to be done, and thus make efficient use of 
everybody’s skill. 


Why doesn’t somebody do something 
about drafting women? 

How much better for the nation, it 
would .seem, to draw from the 16,000,000 
young men and women of draft age rather 
than try to fill our military needs from 
among the 8,000,000 boys. 

‘With total war bringing physical danger 
to the very homes of women and children, 
it is a bit ludicrous to exclude women 
from combat areas 
in order to keep 
helpless females 
from danger. 

Military authori- 
ties like to deal with 
personnel as ex- 
changeable units in 
the+ military ma- 
chine, rotating them 
between combat and 
noncombatant duty. 

This is the best 
argument I know for 
limiting the draft to 
men. Nevertheless, 
the organizational 
difficulty of using 
women for noncombatant duties is not 
insurmountable. 

There is a pseudo-gallantry which dis- 
courages using women for war duty. They 
must saved from the burdens of war— 
though how they are saved by drafting 
their husbands, leaving them with young 
children whose fathers have been sent to 
war, is hard to see.

Take Care of Yourself 


Winter Heart Deaths 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


he fact that four people in 

Kansas City died during a 

recent week while. shoveling 
snow is not just a coincidence. 
There is a direct relationship be- 
tween cold weather activity and 
heart attacks for those with coro- 
nary artery disease.. 

Coronary artery disease usual- 
ly precedes the heart attack 
known medically as coronary oc- 
clusion with myocardial infarc- 
tion. These terms tersely state 
that one of the main coronary ar- 
teries or its branches becomes 
stopped up and unable ‘to carry 
blood, with the death of part of 
the heart muscle as a result. 


The two major coronary ar- 
teries spring from the aorta, the 
large artery that carries blood 
to the rest cf the body. Coming 
from the aorta just as it leaves 
the heart and carrying the fresh- 
est blood, the two coronary arter- 
ies divide up into smaller and 
smaller branches going to various 
heart muscle fibers, carrying 
nourishing blood and oxygen to 
the muscle. Heart muscle re- 
quires several times the amount 
of oxygen * other muscle. 

x * 


USUALLY, a coronary artery 
doesn’t become blocked without 


any preliminary disease to make 
it vulnerable (except in the case 
of blood clots from elsewhere 
lodging there).. The preliminary 
disease usually is a thickening of 
the coronary artery lining, mak- 
ing the tube smaller just as rust 
and lime in a water pipe choke 
it up. This is the groundwork for 
a heart attack. However, with 
moderation, it may never come. 

Thus, people with coronary 
artery disease can get along fine 
for years if they don’t force their 
hearts to do so much work that 
enough blood can’t reach the 
heart muscle. 


x « * 


THEN ALONG COMES the vil- 
lain of cold weather. As poets 
say, it quickens the pulse. It also 
causes arteries to narrow down 
and become smaller, from reflex 
and hormone action. Thus, just 
by virtue of icy air, heart muscle 
can’t get as much oxygen-carry- 
ing blood as usual. In people with 
coronary arteries already less 
able than normal to carry blood, 
the effect of cold air is the same 
as 4f they were exercising. The 
heart is beating a little faster 
and yet the arteries can’t carry 
quite as much blood as in the 


| FROM NINE TO FIVE 
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warm house. 

In other words, cold weather 
has a loading effect on the heart 
just as does exercise or emotion- 
al tension. This is true of every- 
one, but in those without heart 
disease there is such a large fact- 
or of safety it doesn’t make any 
difference. But- in people with 
coronary artery disease, cold 
weather itself lessens the margin 
between the. amount of blood 
reaching the heart and _ the 
amount the heart, needs. 

However, without realizing 
this, these people go out and ex- 
ercise in cold weather just as 
they do in summer. Naturally, 
they can’t exercise as much, safe- 
ly, in cold weather. And, to top 
it off, they shovel snow, which is 
strenuous exertion.

THEREFORE, LET’S suggest a. 
few rules for those with coronary 
heart disease. Of course, the ex- 
act individual amount of exercise, 
eating, and so on are up to your 
own doctor.
